Some of the banks are giv ing o ut 
large numbers of little steel safes 
which are loaned to the dep ositors free 
of charge. The bank retains the key 
to the little steel box and the dep osi­ 
tors can thus drop sp are change in it 
from tim e t3 time and then bring the 
money thus sav ed to the bank for de­ 
p osit. 
Many are thus taught to start a 
bank account who would not o ther­ 
wise do it unless by some chance they 
came into p ossession of an amount of 
money they tho ught worth while to 
p ut In a bank. In the little steel safe 
the p roblem Is solv ed, for with a few 
cents sav ed from tim e to time the 
bank account is started. 
A singular fact is th a t it is not the 
p oorer class of p eop le who are asking 
for the banks as much as the wealth­ 
ier class. The p eop le of means seem 
to be taking to the idea much more 
rap idly than the p oor p eop le and 
many well known Dixonites hav e the 
banks in thier homes 
As a m atter of 
course the children are desired as 
sav ing dep ositors and the general idea 
is th at the younger a child can be 
taught the v alue of sav ing the better 
for its future. Consequently all child­ 
ren who come to the bank ready to 
secure a dep osit box and sta rt a sav ­ 
ings account, are welcomed by the 
bank officers. 
The many ways by which money 
can be sav ed are brought o ut by this 
system and cashiers of the banks 
where the idea has been in v ogue for 
some tim e hav e many interesting in­ 
cidents to tell of the queer m anner! 
TO which their dep ositors are enabled 
to start their accounts and fill up 
their hanks. 
One man sav es money by nev er 
sp ending a cent. 
When he buys a 
newsp ap er he giv es the boy a nickel 
and gets hack three cents. 
These 
p ennies go into his little bank with* 
o ut fail and in a few years by using 
this system he has run his sav ings 
account up to enormcus p rop ortions. 
Another man, who has built up a 
neat ‘‘rainy day” account, gav e his 
wife ev ery silv er dime he brought 
home at night. 
This same man ran 
his account up ov er 1100 in a single 
year. A p eculiar scheme which was 
adop ted with great success by a de­ 
p ositor in a bank, who was addicted to 
the p rev alent habit of getting into 
dtbt. 
One 
diy 
he 
sat 
down 
to think of a scheme to sav e his mon­ 
ey. 
He, as a rule managed to p ay off 
his creditors and he conceiv ed the idea 
of becoming his own creditor. So he 
started out to owe himself a dollar 
ev ery first week, two dollars ev ery 
second week and so on until be reached 
the tenth week, when he would go 
back and sta rt ov er again. The man 
» s now o ut of debt for good and ha8 
one of the biggest sav ings aoocunts in 
the hank. 
Another scheme which is 
worked by many sav ings dep ositois is 
to p ut ev ery coin of a certain date in 
the hank. No m atter whether It is a 
p enny or a double eagle, it goes into 
the little bank if it hears the right 
date and in this way many dollars can 
be sav ed. 
All of these little schemes can be 
ultilized in this city as well as in any 
o ther p lace and the officers and di­ 
rectors of the banks believ e th at they 
are doing an immense amount of good 
with their little banks.

The Museum of Antiquities at Dres­ 
den has an interesting marble relief 
from Rome which represents an an­ 
cient butcher shop of oblong shape 
divided 
by a pillar into two unequal 
parts. 
In the greater stands the butch­ 
er, with a high chopping block resting 
on three substantial legs before him, 
while behind him hang the steelyard 
and a cleaver, he himself being occu­ 
pied in dividing a rib of meat with an­ 
other cleaver. 
On the wall above him. 
just as with us, is a row of hooks near 
to each other, on which hang pieces of 
meat already dressed—a rib and a leg 
pf meat, a pork joint and udders (a 
tidbit of the Romans» ; also lungs and 
liver, and Inst of all the favorite boar's 
head. 
On the left, in the smaller divi­ 
sion of the shop, the wife of the butch 
er sits in an easy chair, with an ac­ 
count book on her knees, engaged in 
assisting the business of her husband 
by acting as bookkeeper.

One who lias been employed these 
thirty years in slaughter houses as 
bookkeeper, saleman. etc., tells me: “ To 
say that butchers are hard hearted is 
far from the truth—that is, in most 
eases.
